DeWolf Hopper, famous comedian 
whose stage career spanned more 
than half a century, died unex- 
pectedly here today. 


The sprightly 77-year-old actor 


had broadcast a radio 
program 
yesterday afternoon, although he 
was 111. 
• Afterwards he was taken to a 
hospital. He died this morning of 
a heart attack. 
Hopper had been giving a series 


of broadcasts each Sunday, us- 
ually coming here by plane. 


He was known particularly for 


Immortalizing Ernest L. Thayer's 
"Casey at the Bat." Hopper had 
recited the ballad in his vibrant, 
booming voice more than 10,000 
times.

baseball players, was shortly after

PREPOSTEROUS~AND CRAZY

PLIED AT ADDIS ABABA

ADDIS ABABA, Sept. 23—Italy's 
latest demands for settlement of 
its conflict with Ethiopia, as re- 
ported from Geneva, caused min- 
gled amusement, indignation and 
amazement in Ethiopian 
official 
circles today. 


"Preposterous" and "crazy" were 


some of the terms used by offi- 
cials to characterize Premier Be- 
nito Mussolini's reported demand 
for a cession of rich 
territory 
west of Addis Ababa. 


A spokesman for Emperor Halle 


Selassie said such a grant would 
leave Ethiopia not much more 
than mountains and deserts and 
would increase greatly the danger 
of invasion in the future. 


The spokesman said "the only 


territory the emperor is willing 
to cede is Ogaden 
and Assua 


provinces, and then only for cash 
revenues, useable in the nation- 
al development of Ethiopia. The 
emperor offered this during the 
tripartite conference at Paris. 


"He might be willing alsd, as 


previously, to permit Italians to 
build a railroad linking Eritrea 
and Italian Somaliland, but ex- 
cluding teritorial concessions, any 
specific economic zones or spec- 
ial political rights to Italy con- 
tiguous to the railroad." 


Italy's reported' stipulation that 


Ethiopia's access to the sea should 
be through Italian territory was 
regarded by officials with strong 
disfavor.

With tension increasing steadily between Italy and the British empire 
as the Italo-Ethiopian situation draws rapidly to a climax, the great 
powers center interest on the Mediterranean. From Gibraltar to Port 
Said, stretches England's "life-line of the empire," the strands linked 
by the important islamds of "Malta and Cyprus. Italy's Sicily, extending 
almost from the toe of the foot to within blockading distance of the 
coast of Africa, provides a powerful threat to Mediterranean shipping 
to and from the east. For days, the British admiralty h»s been concen- 
trating naval strength In the Mediterranean. Boom defenses have closed 
the harbors at Gibraltar and Malta. A large number of British warships 
have been maneuvering off Alexandria. Defenses at the vitally important 


Suez canal have been augmented by English battleships. It is rumored 
that Great Britain also is concentrating aerial forces at strategic points 
in her Mediterranean possessions. Premier Mussolini has divided the 
Italian naval forces into Adriatic and Mediterranean commands. The 
latter, according to well-informed sources, has been put.In a position to 
strike In the sea area separating southern Sicily from Tunis. To the 
south, Ethiopia continues preparations to resist invasion of Italy from 
Eritrea and Italian Somaliland. England watches the developments with 
apprehension for the effect such a struggle might ha-ve on the Sudan 
and Egypt and on the natives of her adjacgnt colonies of Kenya, 
Uganda and Somaliland.

RELIEF AGENCIES TAKE OVER 
LARGE SHARE FEDERAL BURDEN 


WASHINGTON, Sept.

Pointing to "definitely better eco- 
nomic skies this year." President 
Roosevelt today called upon pri- 
vate agencies to take over a good 
share of relief work. 
He spoke from the porch of the 
White House to the leaders as- 
sembled on the lawn for the third 
annual mobilization

needs. 
"We have a problem still," he 
said. "In spite of the definitely 
better economic skies this year. 
It demands the best both of us 
can give. 
"I know the great mass of pri- 
vate employers realize they must 
help by offering employment to 
the utmost extent of their ability.

helping with loans to Industry, to 
banks and to home, owners. The 
actual purchasing power of the 
people has 
greaten 
risen since

Nearly Billion 
Dollars Added to 


Works-Relief 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23.—HP)— 


A preiidential executive order to- 
day dropped an extra $800,000,000 
of the works-relief billion* into 
the coffers of the works progress 
administration for its compaign 
to put to work by November 1 
three million five hundred per- 
sons on relief. 
The order expanded from $900,- 


000,000 to $1,700,000,000 the amount 
which may be expended for loans 
and grants for non-federal proj- 
ects In the states. 
The 
lesser 


amount was designated by con- 
gress, subject to presidential re- 
vision. 


Of the $1,700,000,000 total, pub- 


lic works projects already have 
been earmarked for 
$327,000,000, 


leaving $1,373,000,000 for WPA. 
WPA state programs to cost 


$724,784,082 already have been ap- 
proved, but Harry L. Hopkins, 
WPA administrator has said the 
policy was to approve twice as 
many developments as could be 
financed with available funds so 
as to give state 
administrators 


a wide selection of projects from 
which to choose those to be un- 
dertaken,

Hoy Rucker, defense attorney, 


announced at the opening of court 
that seven farmers represented by 
him withdrew their plea of Inno- 
cent and pleaded guilty, both on 
the contempt charge and on an 
indictment charging 
interference 
with an officer in line of duty- 
The seven were J. A. Holman, 
Marvin Arnold, Homer 
Crowley, 
Randall T. Arnold, Charles Ander- 
son, J. D. Pipes and Frank Hixon. 


R. M. Sheppard, another defense 
attorney, then entered guilty plea* 
for Sam Divelblss, Sr., owner of 
the farm which was to have been 
sold, Ivan Divelbliss. Allen Hand- 
ley and C. A. Jones. 
Sheppard said he was convinced 
that Dan Stoefel of Cameron, an- 
other defendant, was Innocent and 
he desired to consult with Clifton 
Gall and Harrison Nathan Jones. 


After a recess, Sheppard an- 
nounced Stoefel.

All of the defendants were sworn 
as witnesses to tell their story 
before Judge Albert I* Reeves 
should pass sentences.
